11. (Currently Amended) A system comprising: 

a first unit to receive a /ior selection of an object displayed in an EPG; 

a second unit to modify an attribute associated with an object by a 
predetermined incromcnt each time an incremental amount for each of a 
plurality of times /hat the object is selected; and 

a third urut /o modify the display of the object in accordance with the 
modified attmbute.
